Athletics Championships 



WITH the Olympics less than a year 
away, officials are already bidding for 
London to host another major cham¬ 
pionships in five years time. 

The lAAF Evaluation Commission 
for the 2017 World Athletics 
Championships visited the capital this 
week and was greeted with the image 
of heptathlete Jessica Ennis beamed 
on to Tower Bridge. 

During its two-day stay, the com¬ 
mission - chaired by lAAF Senior 
Vice-President Bob Hersh - also vis¬ 
ited a number of hotels and venues as 
well as the Olympic Stadium, which 
could host the championships. 

Ahead of the visit, UK Athletics 
chairman Ed Warner said: “Our aim is 
to impress. We will demonstrate not 
only have we got an excellent techni¬ 
cal bid, but that the athletes will be at 
the heart of everything the champi¬ 
onships is about.” 

The first step for the Commission 
was a meeting with Lord Sebastian 
Coe, Hugh Robertson, Boris Johnson 
and Baroness Margaret Ford to 
receive legal guarantees on being able 
to host the championships in the 
Olympic Stadium. 

The bid committee, which compris¬ 
es expertise from UKA, UK Sport, 
British Government, the Mayor’s 
Office and London and Partners, was 
then due to present the technical bid 
for the Championships. 

“Our bid is strong and has the 
wholehearted support and involve¬ 
ment of the Government and the 
Mayor of London,” Mr Warner added. 

London will be competing against 


Doha, in Qatar, to host the 2017 
event. 

The successful bidder will be 


announced following each city’s final 
presentation to the lAAF Council in 
Monaco on November 11.

Shortage of new homes threatens 
future generations of homeowners 

Despite a chronic shortage of residential properties in Essex, there is still a low level of homes 
being built which threatens to lock future generations out of owning a home. 
Nationwide, just 72,827 new homes were built during the first eight months of this year, which 
represents a dramatic fall on the 185,000 new homes constructed at the height of the last 
property boom in 2006. 

"The number of homes being built is simply too low to support the needs of the UK population," 
said Imtiaz Farookhi, the National House Building Council’s chief executive. "Insufficient supply 
inevitably leads to higher prices and this is creating a two tier Britain, split between those lucky 
enough to already own a desirable property and the younger generation who can see their own 
aspirations of home ownership dashed by unwillingness at local level to build the homes that 
would make that possible." 

Increasing the supply of much needed new homes would be a major "game-changer" for growth, 
according to John Cridland, director general of the CBI employers' group. In a speech last week, 
he called on the Chancellor to consider a number of measures to help first-time buyers and 
people who want to move up the property ladder. 

Mr Cridland said that owning a home has been a natural aspiration for generations of Britons 
since the 1950s, but the high cost of property in Essex, strict lending rules and the need to save 
substantial deposits has put home ownership out of reach for all but the lucky few. 

"As we have seen, without a steady stream of eager first-time buyers the housing market 
stagnates and our whole economy suffers,” he said. 

The CBFs director general said that the affordable homes market has a major role in boosting 
homeownership levels, particularly the shared ownership model. 

"Shared Ownership was successful during the Thatcher years and a new 21st century model of 
ownership could make a difference," Cridland said. "I want to see the Chancellor use his autumn 
statement on 29 November to jump-start the housing market. 

In the meantime, house builders are actively trying to increase the supply of new homes, 
including affordable homes, across Essex to meet soaring demand among a wide range of buyers.
